Sir Walter Scott’s novel couples An- 
tiquary with the suggestion through Dandie 
Dinmont and Gyda. The Terra Cotta — Sunshine 
colt is aptly named Sun God, and the filly by 
Burlington— Treasure Trove, is to be well known 
as Riches. Col. W. S. Barnes bred and named 
White Pine, and her name suggests Lightwood, 
her dam. M r. Coulter’s sister prettily named the 
Prince Royal— Florence filly Princess Flo.
